Race Balance 


Issue Goes 
To High Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
{Supreme Court is being asked 
{for the second time in three 
years to establish constitutional 
standards for racial balance in 
all schools, North and South. 
The Cincinnati chapter of the 
National Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People is 
appealing a decision from the 
U. S. Circuit Court in Cincin­ 
nati. The Circuit Court ruled 
that children can not be forced 
to be bused from their school 
districts to achieve integration. 
The suit was named seven 
years ago for Tina Deal, a black 
Cincinnati schoolgirl. 
The Supreme Court has or 
dered an end to southern school 
segregation but has never heard 
a northern case, or indicated 
that it is prepared to take one. 
The Deal suit was thrown out 
in 1967 without comment. 
NA ACP attorneys contrast the 
Cincinnati case with one in the 
Charlotte - Mecklenburg County, 
N. C. school district. Busing has 
been ordered there but the ease 
is unsettled and could find its 
way to the Supreme Court be­ 
fore this fall. 
The Cincinnati school board 
opposes the appeal, saying the 
“ free mobility of families” is a 
factor in student body makeup 
over which it has no control. 
Twenty of Cincinnati’s 90 pub­ 
lic schools are predominantly 
black 
and 
47 
predominantly 
white. 
Speaking for the Cincinnati 
circuit 
court 
Judge 
Paul 
C. 
Weik of Akron said the consti­ 
tution doesn’t impose a “duty” 
on school officials to bus chil­ 
dren for purposes of integration. 
The circuit court ruled that 
when children are allowed to 
attend schools in their home 
district, the situation is consti­ 
tutional.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
government seismologists said 
today 
a 
seven-year study of 
earthquakes showed no appar­ 
ent connection between nuclear 
explosions and the destructive 
tremors. 
J. H. Healy and P. Anthony 
Marshall, both of the U.S. Geo­ 
logical Survey, reported just as 
many earthquakes occurred be­ 
fore underground atomic explo­ 
sions as afterwards. 
The two scientists said they 
excluded earth tremors occur­ 
ring within about five miles of 
atomic 
explosions 
since 
re­ 
searchers 
previously 
estab­ 
lished 
that 
“relatively 
small 
earthquakes are triggered close 
to the sites of some nuclear ex­ 
plosions.” 
The findings bolster Atomic 
Energy Commission contentions 
that underground testing pro­ 
duces only harmless surface aft­ 
ershocks beyond the immediate 
blast sites. 
Several AEC projects over the 
past several months have been 
met with flurries of protests 
from 
citizens’ 
groups 
which 
feared the explosions might set 
off widespread tremors. 
Numerous nuclear tests in the 
Nevada desert have, so far, pro­ 
duced 
no major earthquakes, 
the AEC reported earlier. An 
underground 
explosion 
in 
the 
tremor-prone Aleutians, off the 
Alaska coast, caused no major 
disturbance.
